Strong 
heat in or beneath the gas oven soon 
cooks the oysters to a turn. Have 
buttered toast ready and hot dishes 
handy and waste no time in garnish- 
ment. Minced ham, green peppers, 
onion tops or celery may add variety 
to the dish, but scald the peppers be- 
fore adding them. Cut onion and 
celery exceedingly fine and saute a 
few minutes in butter to insure suf- 
‘ficient tenderness. Tabasco, Worces- 
, ter, pepper sance and catsup are fa- 
vorite additions for lusty. eaters. 
little hot cream softens the final fla- 
vor end moictens the crisp toast. Be- 
Pore of soggy toast. It is the sad 
| foundation of many a culinary disap- 
pointment, 

How about an oyster omelet? Have 
vou tried its seductive creaminess? A 
simple omelet has scalded oysters laid 
on the soft mixture just before fold- 
ing. Another envelopes the oysters 
in' a creamy sauce which fills and 
surrounds the delicate omelet. The 
oysters may be sauted quickly, cut 
into pieces and mixed through the eggs 
while cooking. There are other agree- 
‘able methods which combine eggs and 
‘oysters, such as timbales and souffles. 

Croquettes or cutlets call for scald- 

,ed oysters, drained and cooled. They 
are then cut in pieces and blended 
with a thick sauce of oyster liquid and 
rich milk, well seasoned with lemon 
juice and paprika to finish, Oysters 
and chicken combi-e admirably in this 
form with chicken stock and minced 
parsley in the sauce. Spread the thick 
mixture on a pie pan and chill thor- 
oughly. Then it can be shaped with 
a mold or by the hands. If a spoon- 
ful be dropped into a plate of bread 
crumbs and turned before handling, it 
will be found much easier to shape 
uniformly. When fried in deep fat 
'and served promptly, the creamy. cen- 
{ters and crisp surface prove luscious 
ienough to justify the time spent upon 
(them. Perfect ecroquettes are an 
(achievement, so do not be discouraged 
{if your first ones are a flop. Beat 
the egg just enough to mix and add 
a tablespoon of water for each egg. 
If convenient, more yolks or whites 
may .be used, but don’t depend on 
either alone.. Have egg mixture in 
1a large pie pan and bread crumbs 
| in another. Tilt the former with 
‘something beneath one side so the liq- 
uid covers only one-half of the pan. 
Use a small spatula to handle the cro- 
quettes. After shaping each one with 
a coating: of crumbs, place in the beat- 
en egg. Turn it over gently to coat 
completely, as any uncovered spot may 
burst or soak up fat in frying. Push 
to the uper part of the pan to drain 
while coating the next one. Then 
lift carefully with the spatula to give 
the final coating of crumbs, 

Have plenty of bread crumbs (never 
cracker crumbs for deep frying) and 
season them weil for fried oysters or 
fish. When all are done, arrange on 
a pan or board so that no edges touch 
and keep in a cool place until needed. 
They are really better done in ad- 
vance than at the last moment. This 
is, of course, a great advantage to 
the cook, for if takes time to make 
uniformly-shaped croquettes. 

You will like broiled oysters with 
celery sauce, For this we select 
large oysters, coat them with crumbs 
enriched with melted butter and cook 
them on a fish sheet or cookie pan 
under the gas flame. When the edges 
curl, in about five minutes, we trans- 
fer them to a hot platter and pour a 
celery sauce, savory with green pepper 
and onion juice, around, not over, 
them. Sauted celery and green pep- 
per also enrich the sauce for creamed 
oysters. 

For an especial treat, try oysters 
Marguerite. A quart of sealded oys- 
ters is added to a rich sauce of oyster 
liquid, chicken stock and cream. This 
is seasoned with salt, paprika, lemon 
juice and catsup and when the whole 
is bubbling, a cup of sliced fresh, 
cooked shrimp is added. This is 
served in patty shells or hollowed out 
rolls buttered and crisped in the oven. 

Oysters blend obligingly with crab 
meat and chopped hard-cooked eggs. 
Lemon juice, cayenne and sherry sea- 
soa suitably and they may be deviled 
with buttered crumbs and cream or 
enriched with a thick white sauce. 
Place in ramekins, scalded green pep- 
pers or hollowed tomatoes, sprinkle 
with coarse crumbs and brown in a 
hot over. Place a lemon wedge on 
each plate.

They are in no sense 
necessaries and to tax them is per- 
fectly legitimate; but one must not 
forget that often a near prohibitive 
tax on luxuries largely defeats the 
lucrativeness of the tax. It may be 
so in this case.

The Income Tax Is Popular.

OUR OWN PLAN FOR FARM 
ee RELIEF. 
If every householder or person sup- 
porting himself or dependents were to 
go out and buy even a peck of wheat 
today what a fine that would be 
for the farmers who have wheat to 
selt. Granting that such direct deal- 
ing with the wheat grower would lower 
the demand for manufactured wheat 
products, that need not worry the pro- 
ducers and consumers much; the mid- 
dlemen who take a 
wheat on its way to the consumer can 
afford to carry on for-a time on low 
gear. They've been enjoying soft 
pickings long enough. 

There is no little thing in the way 
of marketing or providing good food 
that is more healthful, more economical 
or more satisfactory in every respect 
than bringing home a bushel of wheat. 

The first comment of the family, on 
seeing what dad or Aunt Sarah has 
stowed in the back of the car is not 
complimentary. The head of the house 
has gone nuts. What in the world is 
he going to do with the fodder? Raise 
chickens? But never find the wise- 
cracks. Where did the folks who laugh 
at the idea of a human being eating 
unfrazzled wheat get their education? 
For that matter, where did they learn 
all they know about physiology, hy- 
giene, nutrition and the like? It isa 
secret. Write in and I'll tell you. 

There are many different ways of 
preparing or serving wheat. One of 
the simplest is described by a reader 
thus: 

Let the water in a srall pan 
come to a boil, and then put a hand- 
ful of wheat in it. and let it boil 
till the water is all evaporated and 
the wheat is bursting. Serve with 
cream and a little sugar. 

Others prefer to grind the wheat in 
the coffee grinder and then cook it 
in a double boiler—some iike i+ cooked 
only a few minutes. 

An excellent habit is to chew some 
raw wheat every day. This is partic- 
ularly advisable as a wholesome sub- 
stitute for gum chewing or tobacco 
chewing. 

If you consume wheat every day, in 
the natural state, just as it comes 
from the threshing, you are getting 
the benefit of the mineral salts, vita- 
min and bran, which are mostly re- 
moved by milling or by manufac- 
turing processes 

A bushel of wheat in the pantry 
has solved the problem of the consti- 
pation habit in a great many house- 
holds, not to mention the sum of mon- 
ey saved on physics. 

Few denizens of the city nowadays 
are unable to get out where they can 
deal directly with the farmer or at 
least find one who will sell wheat at 
the city market. If this is too far 
out of the rut for you, then you can 
always find wheat at the feed store 
or at the seed store. It is rather a 
test of your personality to buy it in 
some towns. You slip into the feed 
or seed emporium when you think 
nobody is looking, and after pretending 
you’re interested in everything else you 
come across the wheat bin accidentally. 
“Hello,” you exclaim brightly, “what's 
this stuff—bird seed?” ‘The guy ex- 
plains it’s wheat. “You don’t teil 
me,” you say, aS you take a pinch 
of it and nibble at it. “Say, do you 
know, kinda like it—just do me 
up half a bushel of that, please.” But 
now comes the test. The dealer laugh- 
ingly informs you that it isn’t fit for 
human consumption in that form, but 
you will find such and such a prepa- 
ration excellent . . . and if yours 
is a wishy-washy personality the deal- 
er sends you away with a package 
of real birdseed instead of the com- 
modity you came after.

Atlantan Is Free Under 
Bail; Ambassador Asks 
Official Investigation. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, March 19.—() 
Larry K. Bethune, formerly of At- 
lanta, Ga., American manager. for the 
(seneral Motors Acceptance Corpora- 
tion in Chile, was free under bail to- 
night, but Ambassador William 8&8. 
Culbertson sent the foreign minister 
two formal notes asking an official 
investigation of the circumstances un- 
der which the American was held in- 
communicado for two days in connec- 
tion with a $2,000,000 civil = suit 
against his firm. 

Rethune was arrested Tuesday night 
in connection with a suit by a Chil- 
ean distributing firm involving com- 
missions on automobiles seld for Gen- 
eral Motors. Mr. Culbertson was not 
permitted to.see him and Bethune was 
submitted to extensive questioning by 
a Chilean judge without recourse to 
an attorney. 

The ambassador's outlining 
these circumstances, asserted that the 
United States takes the position that 
Americans detained abroad have the 
right to consult their diplomatic rep- 
resentatives, Mr. Culbertson empha- 
sizes that right despite“ Bethune’s lib- 
eration. His note was filed after ca- 
ble communications with Secretary 
Stimson in Washington. 


INTERCESSION ORDERED

WASHINGTON, March 19.—(A4)—

The American ambassador asked for 
instructions after Chiléan authorities 
had declined to let him Bethune 
on the ground that holding foreigners 
incommunicado was allowable under 
(Chilean law. 

Although the reply was kept secret, 
it was sakl authoritatively that Cul- 
bertson had been ordered to pursue the 
matter with the Chilean office and to 
continue attempts to see the prisoner. 

Formerly a citizen of Atlanta, Ga., 
Bethune now general manager in 
(hile of the General Motors Accept- 
ance Corporation, 

Suit was brought against the cor- 
poration by Chilean automobile’ dis- 
tributors on the claim that commission 
was due them for distributing 5,500 
automobiles, The American firm has 
denied any contract with the claim- 
ants, 

Officials here said the practice of 
holding prisoners incommunicado, with- 
out recourse to counsel or other aid, 
was an outworn custom in most parts 
of the civilized world.

COLLINS AND ENRIGHT ON THE AIR. 

Quite recently having been made the proprietor of one of 
these high-powered raddy-oes that look like a coffin and stands 
in the corer and has a clock on it (per adv. in The Constitu- 
tion), the oversigned was enabled to hear Chuck Collins and 
Rex Esright broadcasting from Durham, N. C. 

It seems that Chuck is the M. C. in a weekly sports 
talk for some concern. He picked on his old roomie, 
Rex, for a few gags about the football sitchayshun down 
this way. 

Chuck gave the audience a good talk on sportsmanship and 
panned the old grads who come around to talk about what men 

‘they used to have back in 98. Chuck pointed.out how harsh it 

was to sit in judgment on present-day youngsters, using the 
standards of years ago that now are magnified by the passing 
of time. 

Enright talked something like this: 

“IT have been down at the University of Georgia for 
six weeks helping Harry Mehre in spring football prac- 
tice. I like Georgia and everything about Athens, ex- 
cept the football schedule for next fall. That gives me 
a headacee. No southern school ever was asked to play 
a harder one. 

“It is so easy to lose games. A team can play perfect foot- 
ball for 50 minutes and lose a game in the last 10 minutes. 
Years ago a football team was 11 men; now it is three or four 
teams. And now no team is stronger than its reserves. 

‘“‘We have not as much reserve strength as we had 
hoped for at Georsia, and certainly not enough to tackle 
such a schedule as they gave us with hopes of winning 
them all. Substitutions must be made often and our sub- 
stitutes are sophomores. 

“To expect a sophomore substitute to replace an older 
player and do as well is like asking Babe Ruth to wait for a base 
on balls—there is no logic in it.’

T 0 Avoid‘Gossip’ 
By Chief Beavers, 


Following a conference in the of- 
fice of Chief of Police James L. 
Beavers, Wednesday at noon, an or- 
der was issued ‘Thursday night by the 
chief that five rules of the _ police- 


man’s code of ethics be read at the 
change of every. watch, in an effort 
to stamp upon all that courtesy must 
be maintained towards the public and 
superior officers and that “gossiping” 
in the ranks will not be tolerated. 

The five rules of conduct are Nos. 
74, 77, 87, 94 and. 95. They all deal 
directly or indirectly with the attitude 
of the man on the beat, or others 
wearing a patrolman’s. unifortn. The 
first warns against the use of weapons 
unless entirely necessary. and adds 
that courtesy must be employed at all 
times. 

Two other rules do not permit pa- 
trolmen to speak to each other on 
adjoining beats, unless on police busi- 
ness, nor permit the telling of the 
contents of a special order, save by 
the permission of superior officers. 
Rule 94 makes it plain that a police- 
man, whether making a report or 
merely holding conversation must not 
make a statement unless substantiat- 
ed. “Facts or nothing,” is the impli- 
cation of the ruling. In Rule 95, all 
are warned that they must be respect- 
ful to their superior, officers and never 
be guilty of criticism. 

In addition to this there were words 
of warning on the part of Chief 
Beavers attached to the order Thurs- 
day night, telling men that gossiping 
in the ranks must be stopped and
